One reason is that all of us are 
limited in our choice of coiffures 
by the shape of our faces, our 
height, and the contours of the 
head itself.

Whenever you are considering a 
new coiffure you must be sure that 
your hair is in excellent condition 
—soft, lustrous, and manageable 
—and that you have a permanent 
wave if you need one. The spring- 
time rujie for ™orter hair. still 
holds, and curls and waves must 
be artfuly casual. 

The back hair is rarely more 
than two or thiee inches long at 
the neckline 
but the hair 
is so skilfully 
shaped and 
thinned that 
it seems long- 
er. We are 
hearing a lot 
about the two- 
way bobs that 
can be worn 
sleek and cool 
off the face in 
the daytime. 
then fluffed 
and_ brushed 
into smooth 
curls or rolls 
for the evening coiffure, and in 
some cases even reveal bangs. 

In adapting any new style to 
yourself, part your hair in differ- 
ent ways, brush it smooth over the 
crown of your head and brush the 
front, side and back hair into a 
soft, continuous roll framing your 
face, ears and neck. This is a nice 
style for the girl with a pretty face 
and high forehead. Brush your 
hair smocth off the forehead and 
try the effect of a curl here and 
there. 

If your face is slender and point- 
ed, try slanting lines of round 
curls on each side to give your 
face width and softness. If your 
face is oval and lovely, avoid all 
frizziness or unneeded flufliness. 
Try your hair smooth on the top 
and sides, with only a hint of a 
wave to bring out the highlights. 
If you wear your hair short, the 
ends may be brushed up into soft 
swirl, with a few casual curls left 
behind your ears or near the 
crown of your head. 

Redheads need more waves and 
curls to bring out all of the shin- 
ing highlights. The arrangement 
should be charmingly simple and 
youthful—cleverly cut, curled and 
brushed up in the back. If you are 
brunette with regular features or 
a round face, keep your coiffure 
smooth and dignified. Long hair 
with braids arranged  coronet 
fashion over your head, or a 
smooth side and front arrange- 
ment with a coronet of curls and 
soft, short curls in the back would 
be regal and emphasize your 
beauty. 

Try bangs if you feel you must. 
They are lovely on very young 
girls and for some women with 
regular features and a forehead 
they feel is too high. But for the 
woman past twenty-five, they are 
very formal, and add years rather 
than ycuth to the picture.
